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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Republic of Korea on 09/30/2000. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 
certified copy of the 2000-57677 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 11 9(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Regarding claims 1,5,9,13,17, and 22, Applicant claims: " wherein a mobile station 
adaptively adjusts the admission threshold for determining whether to admit or drop a handoff 
call requested for a cell adjacent to one of the cells in communication with the mobile station". 
However, the specification never describes how the mobile station adjusts threshold for 
determining whether to admit or drop a handoff call requested for a cell adjacent to one of the 
cells in communication with the mobile station. Specially, the specification only discloses an 
adaptive algorithm to adjust the admission threshold based on monitored handoff dropping in 
each cell. The algorithm is executed by the base station of each cell in a distributed manner (see 
page 16, lines 15-22; page 17-22). Hence, the claimed limitations was not described in the

specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly coimected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 2-4 are dependent on claim 1. Therefore, they are rejected. 

Claims 6-8 are dependent on claim 5. Therefore, they are rejected. 

Claims 10-12 are dependent on claim 9. Therefore, they are rejected. 

Claims 14-16 are dependent on claim 13. Therefore, they are rejected. 

Claims 18-21 are dependent on claim 13. Therefore, they are rejected. 

Claims 23-26 are dependent on claim 22. Therefore, they are rejected.
